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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-13, & 15-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, line 10; claim 11, line 9; and claim 21, line 
12, the referent of the phrase u that is referenced last for 
scanning" is unclear as to whether it is the shade level at the 
end of a row that is "last" in that row or the row that is 
"last" among the set of rows. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 3 & 13 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as 
being of improper dependent form for failing to further limit 
the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required 
to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the 
claim (s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim (s) in 
independent form . 
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The recitation in parent claims 1 & 11 "...the predetermined 
patterns are arranged such that at least a shade level at an end 
of a row of the first predetermined pattern, that is referred to 
first for scanning, is adjacent to a next higher shade level of 
the second predetermined pattern" already requires the feature 
recited in claims 3 & 13 "...the predetermined patterns are 
arranged such that a shade level area at an end, with respect to 
a scanning direction, of at least one row of the first 
predetermined pattern is adjacent to a next higher shade level 
area of the second predetermined pattern" . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3, 5-13, & 15-24 would be allowable if rewritten 
or amended to overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: 

Applicant's arguments, see Response filed 10/5/05 (page 7, 
line 13 - page 8, line 5), with respect to the re j ection (s) of 
claim(s) 1-2, 9, 11-12, 16, & 19 under 35 USC §102 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive.
